Occasionally during a soft, moon­ 
lighted, desert night, when flocks of 
fleecy clouds float lazily before the 
moon, colors tint the cloud edges and 
if a cloud of just the right depth 
passes directly in the path of the 
light rays ¿rom the moon a deep 
cone of cok'ir is formed. 
And, rare­ 
ly, when there is suggestion of rain 
in the ait but the clouds are not too 
heavy, a moonbow is formed. Rain­ 
bows are well known but few p er­ 
sons -have seen a moonbow. 
The 
soft indistinct colors of the moonbow 
in the night-sky setting form a mas­ 
terpiece worthy of our versatile ar 
xist. the desert land. 


If cut mesquite Mood is left 
lying for some time and then 
examined, many oval holes «ill 
be found in it. 
These extend 
into the wood and at places are 
plugged 
with 
a 
saw dost like 
substance. If the wood Ls struck 
against something solid, sawdust 
will fall from it. 
A few days 
ago I selected two such sticks 
and cut them with a saw. The 
sticks were riddled with galler­ 
ies. 
I poked a small straw into 
a gallery and finally dislodged 
a beetle that seemed reluctant to 
be forced from its domicile. It 
was nearly three-quarters of an 
inch long, tapered slightly, and 
was brown and gray mottled on 
the back. .A Department of Ag­ 
riculture 'bulletin informed me 
that this Is 
the Toundheaded 
mesquite borer beetle, one of 
several species that lay eggs that 
produce 'grubs 'that cut galleries 
in the mesquite wood, tKus de­ 
stroying much cdf the wood’s 
value. 


The round-headed mesquite borer, 
Megacyllane antemwtus, has several 
distinct forms, “known as the egg, 
the larva* th e piip.i, and the adult 
stages, bat it is only the larval or 
grub form that isrresponsible for the 
destruction of thc-wood. In all cases 
the larvae hatch from eggs laid by 
the adult beetle." 
The 
beetle 
3 
found in tihe ntcee|itte stick is 
the 
adult foor. 
"It plwces the eggs in 
c re v ic e s o r u n d e r scales o f th e b ark . 
F ro m th e s e eg g s h a tc h tin y g ru b s 
that grow into rather large cylindri­ 
cal borers, from thxei- quarters to one- 
and one-half inches in length, yeh 
lowish-whtte in eater, and with a 
pair of strong brownish jaws. Thus 
is the largest of the borers in re­ 
cently cut wood. 
T he damage 
to 
the wood ¡begins a ii ■ r these grubs i 
hatch and bore in through the bark j 
and sap wood, feeding as they go. | 
They spend!ffrom 40 to 60 days min­ 
ing in the Sip wood, reducing it al- j 
most to powder, and tfien enter and 
honeycomb the heartwood by exca­ 
vating 
long 
oval 
galleries. 
Two 
months or mare pass before there is 
any external evidence to show that 
the wood is seriously damaged.”

“Public sentiment is not in favor 
of cutting down speeding and I be- 
licve it is unconstitutional to take the 
trucks off the highways on Sun­

uary' 31- 
"Pm in favor of all three 
of your proposals, but what can we 
do about it?" he continued. 
It will 
be remembered that some fifteen 
years ago, when traffic officers used 
the "speed trap" method of catching 
speeders, the public demanded this 
method must end because the speed­ 
er didn’t have a chance, and the 
white motorcycle for officers 
was 
later accepted to give the speeder a 
break. 


W e 
favor 
return 
of 
the 
“speed trap.’’ 
The speeder 
is 
caught in a trap set by two offi­ 
cers in hiding, separated a meas­ 
ured distance. The first officer 
clocks the speeding car with a 
stop watch and jots down the 
license as it passes his look-out 
station. The second officer does 
likewise. 
The time is checked 
by telephone by the two offi­ 
cers, and if it is found that the 
speeder drove through the trap 
in less time than it co u ld be 
done with lav ful speed, the sec­ 
ond officer takes up the chase 
and gives the offender a ticket. 


Several written and oral comments 
have been received regarding this 
column’s proposal, two of the letters

The 
suggestions made in this column dur­ 
ing the past two years are: 


1. Put mechanical speed gov­ 
ernors on all automobiles limit­ 
ing the speed to 50 miles pet- 
hour. 
2. Keep all trucks off state 
highways from Saturday noon 
until 2 a. m. Monday morning. 
3. Give state traffic officers 
standard high-speed stock cars 
so the speeders can’t recognize 
them on the highway.

AND WHAT INCORPORATION INVOLVES 


Here Is the report of A ttorney Guy 
Pinney, subm itted to a group of civic 
leaders who employed him to investi­ 
g ate incorporation procedure. 


Resume of Incorporation Laws 


Name. 
City of Palm Springs. 
It 
w ill be officially a city, and the words 
“T he City of" are usually considered 
a part of th e name. 
It will be a city 
of sixth class—incorporated towns or 
villages a s such being no longer rec­ 
ognized. 
Officers— The governm ent of such 
city shall be vested In 


(1) A C ity Council composed of five 
m em bers. 


(3) A C ity Clerk. 
(3) A C ity Treasurer. 
(4) A C hief of Police. 
(5) A C ity Judge. 
(6) Such subordinate officers or em­ 
ployes as m ay be provided for. 


The City Councilmen. Clerk 
and 
T reasurer are elected for four years 
at a general municipal election. 
Such election shall be held on the 
second Monday in April in each even- 
num bered year. 
Except th at after the first regular 
election th e two councilm en receiving 
the highest vote shall serve four years 
and the o th er three shall serve two 
years, so th a t the council becomes a 
continuously existing body, tw o mem­ 
bers being elected at one election and 
three at th e next. 


One Election fo r All 


The first councilmen, 
clerk 
and 
treasu rer a re voted upon at the incor­ 
poration election, and serve only until 
th e next general election, which in 
the present case would be the second 
Monday of next April, if the incorpora­ 
tion election is held before th at time 
which is no t likely tor the prelim in­ 
ary proceeding necessary before 
an 
election can be held will probably re­ 
quire m ore than th ree m onths 
for 
th eir accom plishm ent. 
The officers m entioned are nom inat­ 
ed by petition in accordance with the 
general election laws, with which you 
are already familiar. 
All councilm en, th e City Clerk and 
City T re a su r er m ust be r esid e n ts and 
electors and have resided in the city 
o r proposed city for one year next 
preceding th e date of their election. 
Councilm en serve w ithout com pensa­ 
tion unless by special election com­ 
pensation is voted for m em bers elect- 
-ed th ereafter. 
T he C lerk and T reasu rer receive 
such pay as is fixed by ordinance, and 
each may appoint deputies who shall 
receive such pay as is provided by 
the council. 


Police and Court 


T he Council shall appoint a City At­ 
torney, a S uperintendent of streets, a 
Civil E ngineer, a Court Clerk and such 
o th er subordinate officers or employes 
as it may consider necessary, 
and 
shall fix th e ir com pensation from time 
to tim e by resolution or ordinance. 
T he City C lerk is th e accounting of­ 
ficer of the city, keeps its records, cor­ 
porate seal, etc., and is City Assessor. 
The T reasu rer keeps the funds of 
the City an d is the tax and license 
collector. 
T he Council may provide by ordin­ 
ance for the assessm ent and collection 
of taxes by the County under general 
law s, to m ept the budget adopted by 
th e Council, a t a cost of about V4 of 
1% of taxes collected. 
The other officers of the *ity shall 
perform such duties as is indicated 
generally by their titles, th eir speci­ 
fic duties being prescribed by law and 
by resolutions and ordinances of the 
Council. 


M ayo r and Council 


The m ayor is not elected as such 
but is chosen by the Council. 
He is 
the presiding officer a t all m eetings 
w hen present, and m ay make and sec 
ond m otions, present and discuss m at­ 
ters, and vote, but does not have the 
veto power. 
T he Council can pass ordinances not 
in conflict w ith the C onstitution and 
law s of the State o r of the 
United 
States. 
Can acquire property, real or per­ 
sonal, necessary or proper for muni­ 
cipal purposes; 
C ontract for water supply; 
E stablish and m aintain parks, play­ 
grounds. stre ets and 
alleys. 
side­ 
w alks, curbs and gutters and plant 
and cultivate trees in parks, streets 
and public areas; 
C onstruct 
sewers, 
purchase 
and 
m aintain fire equipm ent; 
Levy and collect; 
Poll tax, 
dog 
tax, property taxes and license fees 
for revenue and regulation; 
Own public buildings and libraries 
hospitals, bus lines, m useums, 
gym­ 
nasium s, p ark s, and baths, and grant 
franchises fo r public utilities; 
A ssess fines, im prison law breakers 


and put prisoners to work on public 
streets and property; 


Powers of Council 


E stablish and m aintain fire limits, 
and regulate building and construction 
and rem oval of buildings within the 
m unicipality; 
Pass building ordinances, 
which 
may provide for the abatem ent, de­ 
struction o r removal of unsightly or 
partially destroyed buildings; 
R egulate the exhibition, posting or 
carrying of banners, placards, posters, 
cards, pictures, signs or 
advertise­ 
m ents in o r on the street, or on or 
upon buildings, fences, billboards 
or 
other structures; 
Remove o r compel the removal 
of 
weeds and other debris from private 
p roperty; 
Expend not to exceed five percent 
of the property tax levy for music and 
prom otion; 
Apply available funds to provide em ­ 
ploym ent fo r destitute o r needy un­ 
employed residents; 
Declare w hat constitutes a nuisance 
and provide for its abatem ent, and do 
any and all other acts and things nec­ 
essary or proper to carry out the pro­ 
visions of the m unicipal corporation 
act. 


Council Meetings 


The City Council shall hold regular 
m eetings a t least once a month and 
special m eetings may be called a t any 
tim e by th e mayor or three council­ 
men and held after three hours no­ 
tice. 
O rdinances, where ordinances 
are 
required can be passed only at reg­ 
u lar or adjourned regular m eetings. 
Garbage disposal by cities Is 
con­ 
trolled by A ct 2727 of the General 
Laws, which provides the procedure 
for granting franchises to garbage col­ 
lectors but in the case of Palm Springs 
the Sanitary District would probably 
care for the garbage disposal as well 
as for the construction of sewers and 
disposal of sewage. 
Zoning ordinances m ay be passed 
under the G eneral Laws the sam e as 
by cities of other classes. 
The M attoon Act insofar as it ap­ 
plies to new projects has been 
re ­ 
pealed. 
The m axim um property 
tax 
rate, 
w ithout the assent of two-thirds of the 
qualified electors voting a t an election 
called for th a t purpose is one dollar 
on each one hundred dollars. T his is 
exclusive of poll tax, dog tax, license 
fees and fines, and also exclusive of 
taxes levied for the paym ent of prin­ 
cipal and interest upon bonds; and 
exclusive of taxes for th e fire and po­ 
lice d istricts, and sanitary district. 
In general the levying, 
collecting 
and the lien for taxes and the penal­ 
ties and sales for delinquencies as are 
provided for in the G eneral Laws ap­ 
ply to cities of the sixth class. 


Im provem ent Acts 


G enerally th e special im provem ent 
acts apply to cities of the sixth class, 
such as: 
A ct of 1885; 
(Vrooman Act). 
A ct of 1889. 
A ct of 1901. 
A ct of 1903 (form ation of districts). 
Act of 1911 
(street 
im provem ent 
bonds). 
S tre et L ighting and lighting 
dis­ 
tric ts acts. 
T here are sim ilar A cts for Counties 
so the sta tu s is changed but little by 
incorporation. 
Though th e incorporated area will 
be w ithin the territory included w ith­ 
in th e p resen t Police Protection Dis­ 
trict, the C ity must have a police de^ 
partm ent, w hether or not the Police 
Protection D istrict is dissolved, for 
the office of Chief of Police is part 
of the city governm ent, and is a nec­ 
essary official for the enforcem ent of 
city ordinances and orders of the City 
Council. 
Police Pow ers 


In this connection it may be stated 
th at the city council can pass ordin 
anees defining m isdem eanors and pre­ 
scribing penalties, probably not 
in­ 
cluded in county ordinances or sta te 
laws, and such ordinances and the gen 
eral laws of the state and county as 
well, can probably be m ore efficiently 
enforced by th e city police departm ent 
than by the officers of the Police Pro­ 
tection D istrict or than by the S her­ 
iff’s office of the Couuty. 
It seem s th a t there is also a like 
necessity for a city court, for it is pro­ 
vided that a city judge is part of the 
governm ent of the city. 
The jurisdic­ 
tion of such city court and the prac­ 
tice and proceedings therein shall be 
the sam e as is provided for in 
ju s­ 
tice's courts generally except in jus­ 
tice's courts of Class A, such as Glen­ 
dale and larg e r cities elsew here. 
T here is also a provision for the 
com m ission form of governm ent and 
also for a city m anager type, but I am 
inform ed th at such m ethods of gov 


ernm ent are more expensive th an that 
of the city council type and probably 
too costly for cities of the sixth class; 
though if any sixth class city within 
the state can afford such a method or 
m ethods of government, surely Palm 
Springs can, if the added efficiency, if 
any, justifies the supposed added ex­ 
pense. 
In dian Reservation Lands 


The 
Municipal 
Corporation 
Bill 
specifies th at the boundaries fixed by 
the Board of Supervisors shall be the 
corporate 
lim its 
of the 
city 
until 
changed by annexation or w ithdraw al 
of territory, and the provision for ex­ 
cepting parcels of land within 
such 
lim its w as not included in the Amend­ 
m ent of 1933 so it would seem th at 
the exterior boundaries of a proposed 
city could include as much territory, 
sub-divided or unsubdivided, as would 
not preclude the obtaining 
of 
the 
requisite num ber of signatures to the 
petition for incorporation, and there­ 
fore sections Tw enty-three and Twen­ 
ty-seven and the intervening and ad­ 
jacent sections of Indian R eservation 
lands which might be Included with­ 
in the proposed boundaries. 
W hether 
the reservation lands would have to be 
excluded because of 
their 
peculiar 
legal statu s with respect to the ju ris­ 
diction and adm inistration 
of 
local 
and state laws is doubtful. 
The 
description 
of 
the 
exterior 
boundaries so as to include the patent­ 
ed lands and exclude the reservation 
lands would raise som e legal 
ques­ 
tions which have not yet been 
ade­ 
quately answ ered by 
the 
appellate 
courts of th is state. 
The only requirem ent for original 
incorporation with respect to the ter­ 
ritory to be included is th at the boun­ 
daries shall be contiguous. O rdinarily 
this would result in the included area 
being in one body. 
W hether two par­ 
cels of land in different sections which 
merely touch at corners m ay be con­ 
sidered to be in one body is problem a­ 
tical. 
Contiguous T e rrito ry 


The law s governing the annexation 
of territory to an already existing city 
require th a t the territory proposed to 
be annexed shall be contiguous to the 
city, and there is a conflict in the 
opinions of the courts as to w hat con­ 
stitutes contiguity, some courts hold­ 
ing that m ere touching at corners 
makes the parcels contiguous while 
others require that there m ust be a 
common boundary line for some appre­ 
ciable distance. 
T here has been no 
definite depision by 
the 
appellate 
courts of this state, though the Supe­ 
rior Court of Riverside County has re­ 
cently held that parcels which merely 
touch a t corners are not contiguous, 
and I am of the opinion that the dis­ 
trict attorney of the county would ad­ 
vise the Board of Supervisors th at the 
territory in one diagonal section could 
not be annexed to a city in an adjoin­ 
ing diagonal section. 
So if Sections 
Tw enty-three 
and 
Tw enty-seven cannot be included in 
the original incorporation it is prob­ 
ably more likely that they cannot be 
annexed la te r so long as the situation 
created by the reservation lands re­ 
m ains as it is at present. 
How ever, there is a more determ in­ 
ing factor, which is the im possibility 
of laying out streets and roads con­ 
cerning different sections of the city 
separated except at the corners, by 
the reservation lands, and it is 
my 
opinion th a t until there is a grant in 
fee or at least a sufficient right of 
way or perpetual easem ent for a road 
or street across the reservation lands 
with underground rights for sewers, 
etc., or until the reservation lands are 
allotted or become private lands so 
that such rights may be acquired by 
the 
city, 
section 
tw enty-three 
and 
twenty-seven or any other diagonal 
section of land cannot be 
included 
with the territory in section fifteen 
either in th e original incorporation or 
by annexation, and especially not by 
annexation and I believe the A ttorney 
General and the D istrict A ttorney of 
Riverside county are of the sam e opin­ 
ion. 
Therefore, I believe that it will be 
possible o r a t least practicable 
at 
present to incorporate only those por­ 
tions of the community lying w ithin 
sections th ree and eleven and the east 
halves of sections ten and fifteen, and 
possibly sections fourteen and tw en­ 
ty-two of th e Indian reservation lands. 
Fire, Police and Sanitary Districts 
These districts were organized un­ 
der acts of the legislature separate 
from the Municipal Corporation Act 
and separate from each other; 
the 
Fire D istrict under Act 6015 and the 
Sanitary 
D istrict 
under 
Act 
7105, 
Deerings G eneral Laws of California. 
The Fire D istrict includes the east 
half of Section ten the whole of sec­ 
tion eleven, the east half of section 
fifteen and the whole of section tw en­ 


ty-three; thus there is one area, th at 
within the boundaries of section tw en­ 
ty-three, which though being In the 
Fire D istrict probably will not be able 
to be included at present w ithin the 
corporate lim its of the city. 
Act 2593 itself provides a method 
for dissolution of a district formed 
thereunder, by petition to the Board 
of Supervisors of the county and an 
election by the residents of the dis­ 
trict. Upon such dissolution the prop­ 
erty of the district shall rem ain the 
property of the county and may 
be 
usetj together with any m oney rem ain­ 
ing in the fund of the district, for gen­ 
eral fire protection purposes through­ 
out the county. 
Apparently, it would not be desir­ 
able to dissolve the Fire D istrict un­ 
der this provision whereby the equip­ 
m ent and funds, and the fire house 
now being erected would become the 
property of the county. 
The building, 
of course, could not be removed, but 
its m aintenance and m anagem ent, ap­ 
parently, would be by the county there­ 
after; likew ise the use, m aintenance, 
repair and replacem ent of the 
equip­ 
ment, or its removal from the district, 
would be w ithin the discretion of the 
Board of Supervisors. 
T he transfer 
of funds would be of little m om ent for 
there w’ould be few on hand at the 
tim e of dissolution after paying for 
the building now being erected and 
paying the current expenses of the 
district. 
Fire D istrict 
W here th e teritory com prising a fire 
district is wholly within the corporate 
lim its of a subsequently incorporated 
city it is provided by Act 2611 that 
the district may be dissolved and the 
property of the district shall become 
th e property of the city. 
It is also provided by Act 2611 that 
if only p art of the district is within 
the city such portion may be separat­ 
ed from the district and th e rem ain­ 
der of the district in the discretion of 
th e Board of Supervisors m ay be con­ 
tinued or disolved, but the act 
is 
silent concerning the disposition of 
the property of the district in such 
separation. 
N either the provisions of Act 2593 
nor of A ct 2611 make it obligatory 
th at the d istrict be dissolved or divid­ 
ed and I know of no legal reason why 
th e district cannot be continued as al­ 
ready organized this continuing pro­ 
tection to Section 23 if it is not pos­ 
sible to include th at section within 
th e corporate limits. 
The adm inistration of the fire dis­ 
tric t by the present 
com m issioners 
and their successors need not conflict 
w ith the adm inistration of the city, 
and the city can greatly aid the dis­ 
tric t by th e adoption of fire lim it and 
building ordinances reducing the fire 
hazard, which the district is not so 
able to adopt or enforce. 
Police D istrict 
I have no t found any provision for 
th e dissolution of the Police Protec­ 
tion D istrict nor for the division of 
its territory. 
The act under which it 
is organized m akes no such provision 
and I know of no other act covering 
th e subject. 
The board of police com m issioners

(Continued From Preceding Page) 
are perm itted to dispose of land and 
buildings used (or police purposes but 
when acquired pursuant to a vote of 
the electors of th e district as the land 
for the station now being erected was 
acquired and the erection of the build­ 
ing authorized, th ey are required 
to 
purchase other lands 
and 
improve­ 
ments for sim ilar purposes with the 
proceeds of the sale. 
As hereinbefore m entioned I am of 
the opinion it would be necessary for 
the city to have a chief of police as 
part of the city governm ent and of 
course it could have as large a police 
force as might be necessary for the en­ 
forcem ent of the city ordinances and 
the state and county laws w ithin the 
city. Such a police departm ent would 
be much more effective than that of 
the police protection district, but of 
course it would not operate outside of 
the city lim its except in em ergencies 
when acting as peace officers of the 
state or county. 
I can think of no reason why the 
police departm ent of the city could not 
use the police statio n of the district 
for its headquarters, nor why the of­ 
ficers of the d istrict and of the city 
could not operate in conjunction with­ 
in the city perm itting the officers of 
the district perhaps to spend a larger 
portion of their tim e policing the ter­ 
ritory 
w ithin 
sections 
tw enty-three 
and twenty-seven, if it is not possible 
to include no g reater than if there 
were only one dep artm en t 
for 
the 
mem bership of th e two departm ents 
combined need be no larger than a 
single departm ent. 
Sanitary District 
The Sanitary D istrict may be 
dis­ 
solved upon an election called for that 
purpose, in which event the property 
within th e city lim its vests absolutely 
in the city, and th a t lying w ithout the 
city lim its vests in th e Board of Super­ 
visors of the county, though the exis­ 
tence of the d istrict is continued with 
the board of supervisors acting as the 
sanitary board of th e district for the 
levying of taxes for the m aintenance 
of the sew er system and for the pay­ 
m ent of bonds of th e district. 
Some com m unities find it to 
be 
quite convenient to continue the exis­ 
tence of a san itary district without 
altering the boundaries or changing 
the adm inistration and the act under 
which the Palm S prings district is or­ 
ganized provides for a dual adm inis­ 
tration by perm itting the 
city 
and 
sanitary board of th e district to enter 
into agreem ents for the joint use of 
a sewer system. 
The other sanitary affairs of the city 
and district can be jointly or several­ 
ly adm inistered satisfactorily. 
It would be 
m y 
recom m endation 
therefore that the existence of the 
fire, police and san itary d istricts be 
continued. 
Taxes 
As stated the m axim um property 
tax rate, w ithout th e asesnt of the 
qualified electors voting a t an election 
called for that purpose is one dollar 
on each one hundred dollars of 
as­ 
sessed valuation. 
T his is exclusive 
of poll tax, dog tax, license fees and 
fines and also exclusive of taxes levied 
for the paym ent of principal and in­ 
terest upon bonds; and exclusive of 
taxes for the police, fire and sanitary 
districts. 
Practically, there will be but a small 
increase in the tax rate over the pres­ 
ent levy for the com m unity already 
pays taxes for its fire, police and sani­ 
tary districts and these need uot be 
relevied by the city, and I am inform ­ 
ed that in most cities fines and police 
officers' special fees usually are suffi­ 
cient to pay the costs of the city court 
and legal departm ent, and it is not 
likely th at poll tax es nor dog taxes 
will be levied though license fees for 
seasonable occupations may be desir­ 
able. 
Proceedings for Incorporation 
Section 2 of the M unicipal Corpora­ 
tion Bill, as am ended in 1933, requires 
the signing and presentation to the 
Board of Supervisors ot the county of 
a petition by a t lea st twenty-five per­ 
cent of the holders of title or evidence 
of title to lands situate w ithin the 
lim its of a proposed corporation which 
includes 
both 
subdivided 
an d /o r 
densely populated areas and farm ing 
and/or industrial areas representing 
twenty-five percent of the value of the 
land included in said lim its, as the 
value thereof is show n on the last 
equalized assessm ent roll 
of 
such 
county. 
This has been interpreted by the At­ 
torney General to m ean th at at least 
twenty-five percent of the holders of 
title or evidence of title of all of the 
lands w ithin the proposed area must 
sign the petition and áuch owners so 
signing m ust represent the holders of 
title or evidence of title of at least 
twenty-five percent of the 
assessed 
value of lands w ithin 
the 
proposed 
area. 
The petition shall describe the pro­ 
posed boundaries, sta te the num ber of 
inhabitants therein, and shall have at­ 


tached to it the affidavit of thre prop­ 
erty ow ners that the signatures are 
genuine. 
Such petition shall be presented at 
a regular m eeting of the Board 
of 
Supervisors. 
The clerk of the board 
m ust check the num ber of signatures 
and the boundaries and if found cor­ 
rect the petition is filed when the peti­ 
tioners w ithin fifteen days shall have 
deposited the costs of publication of 
the petition and notice of election. 
Hearing Before Supervisors 
At the next regular m eeting of the 
board a tim e for hearing th e petition 
shall be fixed and the petition shall 
be published for two weeks before the 
hearing. 
When the petition com es 
on 
for 
hearing the board may adjourn the 
hearing from time to tim e, not 
ex­ 
ceeding tw o months. 
At the final hearing the board may 
make such changes in the boundaries 
as it may find proper, but shall not in­ 
clude any new territory and shall as­ 
certain and determ ine how many in­ 
habitants reside within such boundar­ 
ies. 
Thereupon the board shall give no­ 
tice of an election for determ ining 
the question of incorporation, 
anil 
shall provide for election of such of­ 
ficers as shall be required for such 
city. 
The notice of election shall describe 
the boundaries, state the nam e of the 
proposed city, the num ber of inhabi­ 
tants therein, and the date of election, 
and shall be published in a newspaper 
of general circulation, printed 
and 
published w ithin such boundaries or 
posted in four public places therein, 
for at least two weeks. 


Three Months Required 


The ballots shall be m arked ‘‘For 
Incorporation" and “A gainst Incorpor­ 
ation” and shall contain the names of 
the persons voted for to fill the muni­ 
cipal offices. 
It will be seen th at the time re­ 
quired for the completion of the pro­ 
ceedings 
is 
approxim ately 
three 
m onths, estim ated as follows: 
Fifteen days for circulating and 
filing petition; 
Five 
days 
for 
checking 
by 
clerk ; 
Fifteen days for publishing pe- 
tion and notice of hearing; 
T hirty days or m ore for pro­ 
ceedings before the board of su­ 
pervisors and fifteen days for no­ 
tice of election. 
Only qualified electors of the coun­ 
ty enrolled upon the g reat register 
thereof who shall have resided within 
the lim its of the proposed city ut least 
thirty days next preceding the elec­ 
tion shall be entitled to vote upon the 
question of incorporation or for offi­ 
cers of the city.

You no doubt have no­ 
ticed how the Suprem e Court delays 
rendering a decision on the validity of 
the T. V. A. 
This is one Federal law the high 
court will hardly dare declare uncon­ 
stitutional. 
For if they do it will au­ 
tom atically invalidate all other Fed­ 
eral enterprises all over Am erica— 
which the governm ent has financed. 
Take, for instance, the Boulder Dam 
project—which is built with govern­ 
m ent m oney—and from which the gov­ 
ernm ent has contracted to sell both 
w ater and electric energy to several 
states. 
Southern California being the 
largest purchasers and the city of 
Los Angeles the m ain buyer of them 
all, with an enorm ous am ount of elec- 
trie power for direct use of the cit­ 
izens of Los Angeles city, in direct 
com petition to private electric corpor­ 
ations. 
So if the T. V. A. is held unconsti­ 
tutional because it furnishes electric­ 
ity in com petition to private electric 
corporations; the grounds on which 
it was taken to the Suprem e Court— 
the sam e decision would be sure to 
invalidate the whole 
Boulder 
Dam 
proposition, and the $200,000,000 bond 
issue voted by the M etropolitan W ater 
district, em bracing m ost of Southern 
California, would then become null 
and void. 
So the T. V. A. is a serious thing 
to deal with. 
It is very much differ­ 
ent from depriving the farm ers 
of 
financial help by the Federal govern­ 
m ent, as in the case of the A. A. A. 
decision. 
This T. V. A. case would effect all 
public im provem ent all over A m erica 
—not only on electricity, but on w ater 
furnished by governm ent money. 
So 
it would seem th at there is not much 


danger of th e high court invalidating 
the T. V. A. 
Of course private elec­ 
tric and w ater corporations all over 
this country would love to see th e Su­ 
preme Court rule against T. V. A., for 
then they could, and would, bear down 
on all public utilities which are today 
serving the people.

DISCUSSES STALE PROBLEMS 


“S T A T E O F T H E S T A T E ” 
(By Jolin Phillips) 


Two hundred men and women, repre­ 
senting 
business 
and 
professional 
civic groups in California, 
together 
w ith possibly a dozen or more mem­ 
bers of the legislature, appointed to 
rep resen t the two houses, met Feb. 3, 
in the fam iliar Assembly room, at the 
request of the Governor, to discuss 
"th e state of the state.” 


Riverside county was represented 
by Supervisor Jack McGregor and J. 
R ay G abbert, both delegated by the 
R iverside Cham ber of Commerce; Joy 
Jam eson of Corona, one of the repre­ 
sentatives 
of 
the 
California 
Fruit 
G row ers Exchange, and your Assem­ 
blym an, a delegate from that house. 


T he conference got oft to 
a 
bad 
sta rt, partly because of the prom pt­ 
n ess with which m otions were made 
to refer various m atters to com m it­ 
tees, which suggested “program m ing"; 
p artly because some m em bers of the 
legislature forgot m om entarily 
that 
th is was not a regular session, and 
th a t their cue was to keep quiet and 
let th e others talk; and partly 
be­ 
cause of several blasts of a few days 
before, which intim ated that the con­ 
ference was "political." The last was 
obviously impossible, as the Governor 
did not designate individuals, except 
from the legislature, he simply invited 
a hundred or more California groups 
to send two delegates each. 
Perhaps 
it is m erely a coincidence th at the 
charges of “political conference” cam e 
from people who w ere not invited or 
designated by some group to attend, 
and perhaps too there was a t first a 
slig h t fear, on the part of some, that 
no opportunity was to be given for 
the speeches on taxes 
which 
were 
struggling for birth. 
A delegate to 
an y conference who has a speech he 
w ants to m ake, and is afraid no op­ 
portunity will be given him to m ake 
it, is in a very uncom fortable and irri­ 
table state of mind! 
It becam e evident quickly th at there 
w as nothing to fear. 
The conference 
was open to all, and the reference of 
resolutions to a representative com m it­ 
tee, delegated by the conference it­ 
self, was m erely to expedite m atters. 
T he 
Governor’s 
introductory 
re­ 
m arks paved the way for the discus­ 
sions of the conference and the report 
from the Director of Finance im m e­ 
diately following, gave the supporting 
figures. W e left the last session with 
a contem plated deficit of approxim ate­ 
ly 79 m illions. This m eans, of course, 
as of July 1st, 1937, the end of the 
biennium , and it includes the 48 mil­ 
lions and more, th at are in the regular 
budget, at the insistence of the Gov­ 
ernor, for necessary welfare relief. 
It 
would have been very easy to set up 
an “em ergency budget." as other tax­ 
ing agencies have done, but in Cali­ 
fo rn ia you know exactly how much 
the sta te is spending when you read 
the budget figures. 
Today, six m onths 
later, 
figures 
show th at business im provem ent is so 
definite th at the taxing system of the 
state, planned to m eet such conditions, 
will bring in enough to m eet the reg­ 
u lar budget and m ore; will pay prac­ 
tically all the em ergency item s, and 
m ay even, if conditions continue 
to 
im prove, m ake a paym ent on the in­ 
herited deficit of the two 
previous 
bienna. 
In figures, instead of 79 mil­ 
lions, a maximum deficit of 41 m il­ 
lions is announced and there is a pos­ 
sibility of its being even less. 
It is true that there has been 
a 
charge th at these figures are subject 
to analysis and that they include the 
incom e of the final quarter, as well as 
th e incom e collected in the first quar­ 
te r of the biennium, 
which 
really 
should be a carry-over from the pre­ 
ceding biennium , thus, so to speak, 
figuring Income from nine quarters, in­ 
stead of eight, but a com m ittee, ap­ 
pointed from the conference to check 
the reported income figures, and thus 
th e deficit figures, seemed well satis­ 
fied 
th a t 
business 
was 
improving 
m arkedly and that the sales tax, the 
incom e tax, and the other taxes which 
increase 
receipts 
as 
business 
in­ 
creases, would be well ahead of esti­ 
m ates—so w hether th e final defiicit is 
to be 24 or 41 or 70 millions is less 
im portant a t the moment, than the 
evidence th a t the deficit is decreasing 
steadily, instead of increasing, 
and 
th at, given time, will be wiped out 
norm ally, w ithout additional taxation, 
and th at present taxes may be adjust­ 
ed o r reduced sooner than we 
once 
hoped for. 
The 
taxation 
question- 


m ark right now stands back 
of the 
whole social security program , 
for 
should the present old age relief pro­ 
gram rem ain unchanged, giving 
an 
aged person the right to en ter Cali­ 
fornia, live here three years, go on 
relief two years, and then be eligible 
for a monthly paym ent w ith th e pres­ 
ent $20 minimum, $35 m axim um (lit­ 
tle enough in itself for deserving old 
age), there would be an 
Increasing 
trek to the land of sunshine, and a tax 
bill for this one item which might 
rise to 50 millions a biennium in a 
half a dozen years. The problem was 
discussed only in that it would affect 
future taxation; to point out that it 
was a national, and not a sta te prob­ 
lem, and to pass a resolution asking 
Congress to set up a longer residence 
requirem ent than five years in Cali­ 
fornia. 


An amusing incident of the confer­ 
ence was the sly dig at the Landon 
boom for President. 
In the director's 
report he read, with an obvious twin­ 
kle in his eye, th at other states figure 
their budgets differently, and th at "in 
Kansas, for example, the state 
paid 
only 1% of the school costs, the other 
99% falling upon the school districts." 
If California did that, he added, 
we 
would not only balance our budget, 
but have a large surplus. 
I venture 
to add th at California is too fully con­ 
vinced of the soundness of spreading 
the tax cost, to go back to a system 
by which the taxpayers of som e rural 
district paid for education far out of 
proportion to the costs paid by city 
taxpayers. 


The final report of the resolu­ 
tions com m ittee made five recom­ 
mendations, all of which 
were 
adopted: (1) to m aintain the sales 
tax and to oppose all efforts to 
repeal it; (2) to m aintain the in­ 
come tax and to oppose all efforts 
to repeal it; (3) that the costs of 
state governm ent were rising too 
rapidly and should be decreased, 
the recom m endation urging imme­ 
diate analysis to that end; 
(4) 
that no added taxes should be con­ 
sidered; 
(5) 
th at an 
“Interim 
Com mittee” of 25 members should 
be created, to study the tax prob­ 
lem and the costs of governm ent, 
and to report to another m eeting 
of this same conference group, to 
be held later in the year— with, 
of course, the custom ary resolu­ 
tions of appreciation to the Gov­ 
ernor and those who aided 
the 
conference. 


The principal value of the two-day 
m eeting, as I see it, was educational, 
and was w orth the time and effort 
and expense, for each delegate 
paid 
his own expenses. 
Two hundred or 
more people cam e together, to discuss 
governm ent, m any of whom had been 
quite willing to criticise, 
but 
had 
never had the practical necessity of 
getting some plan past the criticism , 
opposition, support, and comprom ise 
which m ust necessarily take place in 
a governm ent like ours. 
It was 
a 
chance to air opinions, to listen, 
to 
learn. 
The evidence of the improve­ 
m ent of general conditions, of rising 
revenues, was in itself justification for 
the conference. 
We were two years into th e depres­ 
sion before we were willing to adm it 
there was one coming on; it begins 
to look as if we are a year or more 
on the way back and are ju st begin­ 
ning to adm it that, in turn. 


Perhaps 
the 
most 
significant 
thing in the conference was 
the 
line-up in favor of the “transac­ 
tions tax.” 
In January, 1933, a 
transactions tax was part of the 
original Riley-Stewart Plan, 
and 
as such, many of us accept it. 
It 
has some very Intriguing features, 
and some th a t agriculture, for ex­ 
ample, does not like. W hen other 
states (none yet com parable 
to 
California) have adopted it, they 
have recognized this, and made 
allowances 
for 
agriculture. 
It 
bobbed up again in the last ses­ 
sion, and I opposed 
it because 
then it was proposed as an addi­ 
tional tax, which it m ust never 
be; if considered a t all, it m ust 
be as a substitution. T his confer­ 
ence found the motion picture in­ 
terests and the H earst 
groups, 
lined up in support of th e tran s­ 
actions tax, which gave rise to 
some interesting rumors. 
O ther 
states are finding it of increasing 
interest but it m ust have much 
more thought than has been given 
it yet. in California.

does reveal the strata of sand im­ 
mediately below the floor of the des­ 
ert. 
T here in plain ¡sight was the 
Story o f the filling of the upper ten 
to fifteen feet of the desert trough. 


T ed Zschokke found a recep­ 
tacle-like place, immediately be­ 
low the ground line, in the edge 
of the ditch. 
It was filled with 
sand quifcp unlike that in the im­ 
mediate vicinity. 
T he sides of 
the receptacle were somewhat 
cemented and shaped like 
an 
urn, about tw o and one-half feet 
in depth, two and one-half feet 
wide on the longest diam eter, 
and one and ono-half feet on 
the 
shorter diam eter. 
It has 
been suggested that it m ight 
have been constructed by the 
ancient Indians and then filled 
with the clean sand transported 
from some other locality. 
If 
this can be ascribed to the In ­ 
dians I do not know but the 
feature docs not seeni to be n at­ 
ural to the formation in which 
it is located. 


In another place was found what 
appeared to be a fire horizon some 
seven feet below the surface of the 
desert floor but examination of the 
materials did not reveal any evidence 
that could identify it as having been 
formed by the fires of the ancient 
Indians.
